FLOWER GROWER’S 


Question Box 


Conducted by 
ISABEL ZUCKER 

NON-FLOWERING DoGwoop. I have a 
pink dogwood which was full of 
bloom when given me on Mother's 
Day five years ago. I set it in a posi- 
tion so as to have afternoon shade, 
as directions said. The following year 
there were a few blossoms. The next 
spring the buds produced only stunted 
stamens. Last summer I root-fed it 
each month with special formula cap- 
sules, thinking that this would rectify 
the trouble. The tree was full of buds 
this spring but again produced stunted 
stamens. What more can I do to make 
it bloom? I live in northwest Indiana. 
Is the climate in this area too coid for 
dogwood? (Indiana) 

Let’s face it. Dogwoods are not al- 
ways as easy to grow as we would 
wish and the pink seems more difficult 
than the white. Since the tree is grow- 
ing well your problem would seem to 
be winter injury of the buds. There 
is nothing you can do to prevent this, 
short of building a wooden framework, 
covering it with clear plastic and 
setting it over the tree. Perhaps you'll 
be lucky and have a mild winter before 
very long. 


DRYING DoGwoop BLOOMs. What 
can I use to make pink dogwood 
flowers keep their color when dried. 
(Florida) 

Years ago I had quite a discussion 
on this matter with Mrs. Frances Wil- 
liams in Massachusetts, who has done 
more than almost anyone else in dry- 
ing flowers. She said that whether or 
not the color stays in the flower petals 
(bracts in the case of dogwood) 
when they are dried depends on 
whether the color-carrying material 
is in the cell walls or the cell sap. If 
in the cell walls, the color stays when 
the plant is dried; if in the cell sap, it 
does not. 

She also said that each kind of 
flower is an individual problem and 
one has to try drying each kind to 
know whether or not the color lasts. 
I imagine that since you have evi- 
dently had poor luck with pink dog- 
wood the color is in the cell sap.

supply store undoubtedly has at least 
one for sale. Another good repellent 
seems to be dried blood sprinkled 
around the plants. Apparently rab- 
bits do not like the smell of dried 
blood. This method was approved by 
members of the Pennsylvania Horti- 
cultural Society on the basis of actual 
experience 


TOMATOES IN RETROSPECT. We plant- 
ed two varieties of tomatoes in our 
garden this year and they each pro- 
duced bountifully, but many, as they 
matured, developed black, rotten spots 
at the blossom end of the fruit and all 
we could do was throw them away. 
We dusted and sprayed (and wept), 
but to no avail.

Your excellent description of blos- 
som end blight of tomatoes will bring 
memories (but not fond ones) to gar- 
deners all over the country. Spraying 
and dusting did not help because the 
trouble is physiological. It occurs 
when a soil dries too rapidly while 
plants in it are making vigorous growth 
and it is most common during and fol- 
lowing droughts. To prevent it, avoid 
excessive use of lime and fertilizers 
high in nitrogen 

Water plants thoroughly when fruit 
starts to ripen. Mulch with any inex- 
pensive mulch material available to 
you—straw, grass clippings that have 
turned yellow. This will keep the soil 
more evenly moist and therefore al- 
leviate the trouble. 


Narcissus Bup BLAstT. I have several 
clumps of narcissus that grow well and 
multiply. They come up in spring with 
nice, green foliage, buds form, but 
then they seem to dry up, turn brown 
and fail to open. What causes this? 
I have other narcissus and daffodils 
that produce normally. (Pennsylvania) 

This blasting of narcissus buds is 
due to very warm weather at the time 
buds are ready to open. Lift the bulbs 
now, even though their roots have 
started to grow, and move them to a 
place that will be partially shaded 
when they flower. They should then 
be able to open their buds normally. 


GROWING FROM CUTTINGS. We have 
a climbing rose that we want to mul- 
tiply. It never gets any spare sprouts 
or roots on it. We also wish to in- 
crease a Tatarian honeysuckle hedge. 
How do we go about it? (lowa) 

Both plants may be increased by 
means of cuttings. Wait until the new 
growth that appears in spring stops 
being “floppy” and seems firm. Re- 


move tips of shoots about 6 inches 
long, making cuts squarely across the 
stem or cane right under the place 
where a leaf or leaves grow from it. 
Remove leaves from the lower inch 
and a half of the cutting. Dip cut end 
in any root-inducing hormone powder 
or liquid (consult your local garden 
supply dealer for one). Cutting is 
now ready to plant. In a shady place 
in the garden remove soil to a depth 
of 6 inches to make a _ bed large 
enough for your cuttings. Fill bed 
with vermiculite. Water well, firm but 
do not compact the vermiculite nd 
insert the cuttings, in groups of five 
or six, close together. Turn a glass 
quart jar upside down over each group. 
(See the July 1961 FLoweR GROWER 
for information on rooting cuttings 
under polyethylene.) Water only when 
necessary. Cuttings will be rooted be- 
fore the end of the growing season 
Then transplant into soil 


Hipiscus INpoors. I have a hibiscus 
tree obtained in Florida. I keep it 
where it gets morning sun. Flowers 
on it are beautiful but they open only 
one bloom at a time. If one bud starts 
to open before the flower on the same 
cluster has fallen, the bud will fall. 
Some of the leaves turn yellow. I 
water it well. What is wrong? (Pa.) 
I have four hibiscus trees from 
Florida and Know that the only way 
to control bud dropping is to decrease 
watering as soon as the first buds form. 
From the yellowing of the leaves, | 
think you are watering too much or 
too often. These plants are shrubs in 
Florida and they do not need coddling. 
Try letting the top of the soil get dry 
before you water; then soak. 


Roses ON A Bank. Can you tell me 
whether it is practical to peg down 
canes of climbing roses to cover a 
bank. I don’t want to use ramblers 
or R. wichuriana. (Conn.) 

Yes, if you choose your climbing 
roses with care. The climbing forms 
of hybrid teas probably would not 
grow well but AMERICAN PILLAR or 
other older climbers probably would. 
Why not consider the creeping roses 
such as LITTLE COMPTON CREEPER. 


CALADIUM AS HOUSE PLANT. I have a 
beautiful caladium growing in a pot 
outdoors. How can I grow this as a 
house plant after the leaves die out- 
doors? (N.Y.) 

Water less and less until you are 
giving it no water at all. Store the 
tuber in the pot of soil in a warm 
(55°-60°) place until leaf growth 
starts again. Then repot, start water- 
ing and feeding, put in window.®

Northern 
Pointers

Hardy bulbs: This is the last call 
to plant narcissus, hyacinths, tulips, 
crocus, grape-hyacinths, scillas and 
most other hardy bulbs both for 
blooming outdoors and for forcing 
in pots indoors. The quality of the 
soil beneath bulbs outdoors is of 
more importance than the character 
of that above them. See that it is 
fertile, well-drained and extends to 
a depth of at least 6 inches beneath 
the bulbs. This means deep soil 
preparation (which may be hard 
work) but it is necessary to ensure 
good results. Let soil for pot-planted 
bulbs of these types be porous and 
moderately rich. Pack it medium- 
firm beneath the bulbs, very firmly 
between and above them. Set the 
planted pots in a cool, frost-free cel- 
lar or bury them under 6 or 8 inches 
of sand, fine cinders, peat moss or 
sawdust in a cold frame or outdoors. 
They must be in complete darkness. 
There let them remain for ten, 
twelve weeks or more to develop 
the extensive root system essential 
to successful forcing. 

Less hardy kinds: Paperwhite 
narcissus, SOLEIL DOR narcissus 
and the kind called Chinese-sacred- 
lily are not hardy enough to with- 
stand freezing. This is true also of 
the hyacinths called Roman hya- 
cinths. These must all be handled 
differently from the hardy kinds 
mentioned in the previous para- 
graph. Plant them in bowls of peb- 
bles and water, in soil or other me- 
dium but from the beginning keep 
them in good light where the night 
temperature is 40° to 50° and the 
daytime temperature but a very few 
degrees higher. Plant every two 
weeks to ensure a succession. 

Perennials for indoors: Lift and 
pot strong plants of selected hardy 
perennials for later forcing indoors 
to provide winter and spring decor- 
ative plants. Good kinds are astilbes 
(spireas), hostas (funkias) with vari-

growth and the vast majority of 
hardy-non-evergreen plants set now 
will by next summer be well ahead 
of spring-planted stock of the same 
kinds. 

Propagation: Select strong current 
season’s shoots of deciduous shrubs 
to be increased by hardwood cut- 
ings, cut them into 8-9 inch long 
pieces, tie them in bundles of 20-25 
and bury them in a cool cellar, cold 
frame or in a sheltered place out- 
doors, under 6-8 inches of moist 
sand or peat moss. By spring they 
will have callused and perhaps even 
shown incipient roots. 

Potpourri: Other tasks needing 
attention during November will be 
the annual cleanup, the collecting of 
leaves and other suitable materials 
for compost, the cleaning of drains 
and gutters, the draining and winter 
protection of artificial pools, the as- 
sembling (and after the soil has 
frozen to a depth of 2-3 inches, the 
spreading) of mulches and the prep-

Ramblings

e Annuals: The season for fall 
planting of hardy annuals ends about 
the middle of this month. If you 
cannot plant them by that date it is, 
as a general rule, better to wait until 
February. 

¢ Biennials: This is a good time 
to transplant biennials to the beds 
where they are to grow. Many gar- 
deners in the South think they get 
better results from biennial plants 
grown in the north, which may be 
obtained through your garden store. 
If you use Northern-grown plants, 
late October and early November is 
a good time to plant them. Fox- 
gloves and Canterbury bells, partic- 
ularly, seem to do better when 
started in the colder areas. 

¢ Perennials: It is too late to plant 
tall-growing bearded iris, but you 
may continue planting day-lilies. 
Shasta daisies should be separated 
and replanted in the fall; you may 
also divide and replant such other 
perennials as asters, phlox and rud- 
beckia in late fall. Fall planting gives 
much stronger plants than spring 
planting. 

© Cassia alata: In central Florida, 
Mobile and New Orleans you may 
save the roots of Cassia alata by 
giving the plants a heavy mulch of 
straw; farther north treat them as 
annuals and discard the plants. 

e Chrysanthemums: Just as soon 
as the blooms of the chrysanthe-

Perennial asters bloom in fall. After 
they have finished blooming, late in 
fall, divide and then replant them. 
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mums fade, cut the tops off just a 
few inches above the ground and 
spray the plants with malathion or 
some other good insecticide to con- 
trol aphids. These insects live 
through the winter and if you do not 
spray there will be lots of trouble in 
the spring. Ih order to carry the 
plants through the winter they must 
have good drainage. If, in doubt, 
lift and place in a higher location, 
and mulch lightly with straw. Be 
sure to label the clumps so you will 
be able to identify them when you 
are ready to take cuttings in the 
spring. 

¢ Caladiums: Fancy-leaf  cala- 
dium tubers are easily carried through 
the winter if properly handied. Dig 
and cure in the shade for a few days, 


then clean the tubers and sun them. 


for ten days. Store where there is a 
uniform temperature of approxi- 
mately 70°. Subjecting them to tem- 
peratures of 35° to 40° will surely 
result in decay. 

¢ Camellia sasanqua: The many 
lovely varieties recently introduced 
have greatly increased interest in this 
fine fall-flowering shrub. Right now 
is a good time to visit the nurseries 
and sales yards and make your selec- 
tions while the plants are in bloom. 
The sasanquas differ greatly in char- 
acter of growth—some are tall and 
slender, some shorter and bushy, 
while others are low and spreading 
Keep this in mind when buying and 
get plants suited to your particular 
needs. The spreading types make ex- 
cellent informal hedges and back- 
grounds. November is the best time 
to plant sasanquas. 

¢ Hardwood cuttings: From the 
last half of November to the first 
half of December is the best time to 
take hardwood cuttings. 

e Rye grass: Rye grass is very 
tender and cannot tolerate a blanket 
of leaves very long without serious 
injury. A few leaves will do no 
harm, but a thick covering will soon 
kill the grass. 

e Bulbs: Daffodils and many 
other spring-flowering bulbs will do 
just about as well planted in Novem- 
ber as October. Bloom may be a 
week or ten days later, however. In 
buying bulbs late in the season check 
to sce that they are still firm. Hya- 
cinths and tulips should be chilled 
in the refrigerator for a few weeks 
before planting after Thanksgiving.©

Midwest 
Pointers

e Winter protection: If freezing 
weather has held off until November, 
the gardener must decide how to 
handle winter protection problems. 

Roses should be stripped of their 
foliage to make them go dormant 
and hilled up if not yet defoliated by 
frost. Waiting only risks serious 
losses such as occur when we have 
50° to 60° drops in temperature 
within a few hours. 

Cover the strawberry bed. Old 
leaves can be cut off with a sickle 
or grass shear. 

¢ Annuals: 
annuals. 


Time to sow hardy 
These will remain dormant 
until growing weather occurs in 
spring. They are usually in active 
growth before ground can be worked 
for spring sowing. , 

e Lawns: Keep mowing the lawn 
as long as growth continues. Keep 
leaves raked up. If not already done, 
spray with a good turf fungicide for 
snow mold control. 

e Dahlias: If dahlias are still 
active growth, don’t wait any longer 
for frost to stop their growth before 
digging. Lift clumps now and dry 
off for several days in a frost-free 
room before storing. 

¢ Bulbs: Still time to plant spring- 
flowering bulbs. Don’t forget to pot 
up a few extras and store in a cold 
frame for winter forcing. 

¢ Clean gutters: If leaves are not 
removed from gutters, water pouring 
out at the wrong place can freeze on 
shrubs and 
serious damage 


evergreens, causing 
Continue watering 
evergreens as long as the soil re- 
mains unfrozen, however. 

¢ Prevent rodent and deer dam- 
age: See that rabbit, mouse and deer 
protection is in place before snow 
flies. After snow comes, tramp down 
the area within 6 inches of young 
fruit trees to prevent 
forming runs. 

¢ Protection against crown-rot: 
Madonna-lilies, foxgloves and Can- 


mice from 


terbury bells call for special protec- 
tive measures. An “umbrella” of 
tarpaper (which must be covered 
with some lighter-colored material to 
reflect sunshine ) makes an excellent 
waterproof cover to keep moisture 
out of the sensitive crown. Be sure 
soil is moist, however, so plant won't 
suffer from drought under the cover. 

e Protect tulip beds: If mice, 
squirrels and other pests are trouble- 
some, cover tulip beds with chicken 
wire to keep them from digging down 
to bulbs. 


THREE LIONS 


Mulch around newly planted stock 
keeps ground frost-free as long as pos- 
sible. Wood chips are used in this case. 


e Rooting cuttings: Make hard- 
wood cuttings of shrubs now. Store 
in damp sand at temperatures below 
40° but above freezing. 

e House plants: Give your indoor 
plants less water and food as days 
grow shorter. Wait to start them into 
active growth until brighter weather 
returns in February. 

e Arrangements: Last chance to 
gather dried flower heads, 
berries and interesting branches for 
winter arrangements. 

¢ Care of equipment: Drain the 
hose and store it under cover. Clean 
and repair garden tools now. Don't 
delay: that spare time you expect to 
have in December and January 
somehow seems to vanish into thin 
air. 

e Evergreens: Protect plants in 
exposed positions with one of the 
plastic sprays that cut down loss of 
moisture. For touchy specimens, it 
will pay to erect a screen of burlap 
or matting. Wrap trunks of newly 
planted trees with crinkled kraft 
paper tree wrap.®

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West Coast 
Pointers

B ROMELIADS are rapidly becoming 

the most popular indoor plants 
on the West Coast. Actually they 
shouldn’t be strangers to the Amer- 
ican public because they are native 
to the Central and South American 
jungles. They combine a startling 
exotic beauty with exquisite form 
and have an infinite capacity to with- 
stand apartment living. 

The pineapple is the best-known 
bromeliad but the Spanish-moss of 
our Southern states runs it a close 
second. Many, too, know the 
“friendship plant,” a favorite of gar- 
deners everywhere for its gracefully 
drooping flowers. It is Billbergia 
nutans, a bromeliad. 

It is rare indeed that a group of 
plants is found growing in nature in 
an environment resembling that of 
our living rooms. But check these 
points of similarity. 

Natives of the tropics, they like 
continuous warmth just as we do. 
Room temperatures never get too 
hot. They grow in trees under the 
dense canopy of leaves, thus our 
dimly lit interiors are not too dark. 
As epiphytes, they have become ac- 
customed to long periods of drought 
and dry air doesn’t cause distress.

Aechmeas are among the most com- 
monly grown bromeliads. Shown is a 
hybrid, Bert, with variegated leaves. 
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Many of them have a catch basin 
at the base of the leaves that holds 
water. The plant draws on_ this 
supply in between the frequent rains. 
This built-in vase must be kept full 
of water if the plant is to thrive. In 
regions where the water is hard or 
has excessive salts, it is best to use 
distilled water or rain water. 

The fact that Spanish-moss grows 
equally well on telephone wires and 
on trees illustrates that it is a true 
epiphyte and not at all parasitic. 
Nevertheless, bromeliads seem to 
thrive best when their roots are im- 
bedded in a coarse soil mixture. 

Bizarre flowers appear on long 
spikes, and continue blooming for 
months; some produce attractive 
fruits that last a year. The flower 
stalk may rise high above the whorl 
of leaves or snuggle deep within its 
heart. Some flowers are small, others 
are large and showy, but the colors 
rival any in the floral world—reds 
and pinks, blues and purples, yellows 
and greens and in combinations to 
make a most dazzling display. 

Unlike orchids, which out of 
bloom are eyesores, bromeliads have 
foliage that is beautifully 
mental in its coloration. 


orma- 


Some bromeliads are tiny, so they 
fit into dish gardens; others are too 
large for indoor plantings. But se- 
lected species are now available that 
fit any interior decor. They will live 
and grow on a coffee table or on a 
mantle with but little attention. One 
of the newest ways to grow brome- 
liads is to fasten several of the same 
species to branches of manzanita or 
driftwood. This creates an object of 
never-ending interest and comment. 

Mauna Loa, a giant spathiphyl- 
lum belonging to the arum family, is 
exciting news in the world of house 
plants. It has a pure white flower 
much like an anthurium or calla lily, 
and huge dark green leaves. Spathi- 
phyllums are tropical plants, native 
to South America, where they live 
near the equator on the dark jungle 
floor. The seasons are so much the 
same that there is little need for 
dormancy or rest periods. Conse- 
quently this spathiphyllum ‘has con- 
stant bloom. It thrives in warm, 
dark, household interiors. The large 
white flowers are fragrant and last 
for three weeks on the plant and for 
ten days when cut.®

Plants Out-of- 
the-Ordinary 


by C.W. WOOD

Dwarf cabbage Morden: I may have 
mentioned this small Canadian cab- 
bage in this column before, because I 
have grown it for three or four years, 
but it deserves all the attention the 
vegetable gardener can give it. It is 
about the earliest of all that we have 
grown and has superb quality. And 
then its small size, permitting close 
planting, should endear it to the gar- 
dener with limited planting space. It 
is splendid for succession planting and 
if you use frames in your vegetable 
work, you should be able to have fresh 
cabbage from your own garden from 
April into winter. Farmer Seed & 
Nursery Co., Faribault, Minnesota, 
supplied our seeds. 

Savoy cabbage Vanguard II: Speak- 
ing of earliness and quality in cab- 
bage, leads me to this new savoy va- 
riety. If you want to taste the utmost 
in cabbage quality, for any purpose 
to which a cabbage may be put, try 
a savoy, and VANGUARD II is a good 
place to make a start. Instead of three 
months or more that it takes to ma- 
ture the ordinary savoy, VANGUARD II 
is ready to use in a little over two 
months.

Beet Burpee White: Excepting a yel- 
low-fleshed beet that we grew years 
ago (it seems to have disappeared from 
commerce now) the new beet, BURPEE

flesh is white, except for an occasional 
suggestion of pink in the skin, tender 
and sweet. The large, medium green 
tops cook into one of the best beet 
greens that I know. It is a 2-month 
crop. As the name implies, it comes 
from W. Atlee Burpee Co., Philadel- 
phia, Pa.; Clinton, Riverside, 
California. 

Carrot Waltham Hi-color: The cock 
who values “looks” in her products 
will look with favor on this new carrot 
from the Waltham, Massachusetts, 
Field Station, which Breck’s, Boston, 
Mass., introduced last spring. She will 
like its bright orange color which will 
add luster to salads, and she will like 
its long, slender looks. And then the

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diner will like its tenderness and its 
sweetness, either raw or cooked. The 
gardener must prepare his soil deep, 
so he will be assured of straight roots. 

Tomato Wisconsin Chief: This is 
one of the better new kinds and one 
of the best large-fruited, early ones. 
Here are some of the good points you 
may expect to find in your abundant 
crop of WISCONSIN CHIEF: each fruit 
should average at least a half-pound; 
maturing date of 75 days; good resist- 
ance to cracking; fruits thick-walled 
and few seeded; sufficient foliage to 
assure good cover; heavy yields. It 
was developed by Dr. Gabelman at 
the University of Wisconsin, and my 
seeds came from L. L. Olds Seed Co., 
Madison |, Wisconsin. 

Asparagus-pea: The scientific name 
of the asparagus-pea is usually given 
as Lotus tetragonolobus. Another com- 
mon name for it is winged-pea. In this 
legume we have, when handled and 
cooked correctly, one of the most deli- 
cately flavored of vegetables. 

Sow the seeds about 2 feet apart 
when danger of severe frosts has 
passed, and thin to about 10 inches 
in the row. In my garden, the plants 
got about 15 inches tall. The edible 
parts are curious square pods, which 
may be harvested when about an inch 
long (they are then entirely stringless) 
or when 2 or 3 inches long (they are 
then quite stringy). In the latter case, 
one author states that “the only way 
to eat them is like asparagus, 1.e. with 
one’s fingers.” On that I cannot speak 
from experience, because we always 
eat them when small. Cook the whole 
pods in a pressure cooker with as little 
water as possible and dress with but- 
ter, using no other flavoring to avoid 
destroying the delicate, delicious taste 
of the pods. Thompson & Morgan,

Every home has 
space for bulbs 


FALL’S CRISP WEATHER is a re- 
minder that it is time to plant 
spring-flowering bulbs such as 
tulips, daffodils, hyacinths, cro- 
cuses, etc. (See chart below for 
the various kinds that are now 
available.) No matter how small 
or extensive your home grounds 
are, they will be brightened in the 
spring by a planting of these 
bulbs now. A few suggestions for 
areas to plant bulbs are shown. 


A white birch, dogwood, oak or 
any high-branching tree makes a 
background for daffodils. For a 
bright touch of blue, interplant daf- 
fodils with grape-hyacinths. 


Water-lily (Kaufmanniana) hybrid 
tulips with mottled or striped foli- 
age, in groups of a dozen or so, can 
be placed around a birdbath or 
other garden feature. 


For fragrance near a garden bench, 
doorway or wherever you pause or 
pass during the day, plant a few 
clumps of hyacinths, or, space per- 
mitting, plant in drifts. 


DRAWINGS BY ALLIANORA ROSSE 


Make the most of existing rocks or 
boulders (or where possible, move 
some into garden area) by planting 
several clumps of crocuses around 
or against them. 


Evergreens, both needle types such 
as yew or juniper and broad-leaved 
such as rhododendron or azalea, 
make setting for tulips. One cau- 
tion: Watch for color conflicts! 











It’s easy to 
plant bulbs 


EASY IS THE WORD for actual 
planting of spring-flowering bulbs. 
Except that they must be planted 
in the fall, their requirements are 
few. Plant them in full sun or 
light shade, in well-drained soil, 
at the depths given in the chart 
at the right. Bulbs can be fer- 
tilized with a special bulb fertil- 
izer, which is mixed with soil at 
time of planting, according to di- 
rections on package.

AMONG THE “LITTLE” spring- 
blooming bulbs are many worth- 
while members that make spring 
come earlier as well as add to 
later effects created by daffodils, 
tulips and hyacinths. The be- 
ginner should be sure to buy 
these diminutive bulbs in large 
quantities. Just a dozen or so 
bulbs will rarely make any sort 
of display, but anywhere from 
25 to 50 or 100 will cover the 
ground with color. Fortunately 
they are reasonable in price and, 
once planted, can be left alone. 
Winter-aconite (Eranthis) has 
buttercup-like flowers a few 
weeks before the earliest cro- 
cuses. It should be planted in 
early fall and is most effective in 
groups of 25 or more. 
Snowdrop (Galanthus) and 
Snowflake (Leucojum) are both 
early blooming and similar in 
appearance. Their white flowers, 
tipped with green, are quaint 
rather than showy. Nevertheless, 
they herald the end of winter. 
Crocuses, foolproof, cheering 
and colorful, truly mark the ar- 
rival of spring. There are many 
named species and_ varieties 
available, but it is also possible 
to buy crocuses according to 
color, including mauve, yellow, 
purple, white, blue, and orange. 
Crocuses can ke planted in a 
lawn, under and around trees 
and shrubs, on slopes and banks. 
Glory-of-the-snow  (Chiono- 
doxa) has delicate, starry flowers 
in shades of blue and rose and 
in pure white. Plant in colonies 
the same way as crocuses. 
Scilla, also called squill, has 
bells of flowers in pink, rose, 
white and blue. Again, massing 
creates the best effects. 
Grape-hyacinths (Muscari) 
have dwarf spikes of blue or 
white flowers that resemble little 
hyacinths or bunches of grapes. 
They are superb with daffodils.

COLOR IS THE KEY in selecting 
spring bulbs. Yellow appears 
first in very early spring with 
winter-aconite and crocus, but 
the intensity and variation of 
this color parade gains in mo- 
mentum over a 3-month period 
until tulips end the show. Tulips 
offer glorious shades of red, 
rose, pink and salmon as well 
as yellow, pure white and pur- 
ples. Daffodils are limited to 
yellow and white but have ac- 


_ cents of orange and red. Al- 


though hyacinths have red, rose 
and pink varieties, their blue and 
lavender varieties can be reward- 
ing. A fine hyacinth is the lovely 
pale yellow City of Haarlem.

VARIETY NAMES among spring- 
flowering bulbs are legion. There 
are many hobby gardeners who 
specialize in daffodils and in 
tulips (there are societies de- 
voted to each of these bulbs) 
and it is possible to spend $42 
for one new daffodil variety in 
short supply although, fortun- 
ately, most varieties run around 
$3 a dozen. Among daffodil 
varieties, reasonable in_ price, 
that will be available this fall are 
Queen of Bicolor, Early Splen- 
dor, Mount Hood, Beersheba, 
Duke of Windsor, William the 
Silent and Unsurpassable.

Among tulip varieties to look 
for are Palestrina, Mrs. John 1 
Scheepers, Kansas, Aristocrat, 
Artist, Gudoshnik, Dover, Abra- 
ham Lincoln, Aladdin, Van Dyck 
and Orange Triumph.

DOOR 
GARD 


GARDEN INDOORS is both a joy and and a challenge. Joy springs from 

growing plants out of their normal season, perhaps when the out- 

door garden lies deep in snow; from using plants decoratively; and 
from the close contact that intimate day-to-day living with plants affords. 
Challenge comes from meeting the plants’ needs under conditions differing 
from those where the plant normally grows—light, temperature and hu- 
midity must all be considered if plants are to be content. 

What constitutes an indoor garden? To one person it may be a single 
plant, to another a window filled to overflowing. Still others enjoy the 
almost limitless pleasures from a greenhouse while another will descend 
to the basement and create a greenhouse by using fluorescent lights. 

One person looks upon plants as primarily a decorative element. To 
him color, texture and pattern of growth are of prime importance. He uses 
plants to complement, contrast, or accent other objects in the room. Col- 
lectors have other interests. Their concern involves having as many plants 
of one kind, African-violets for example, as space will permit; or, at the 
other extreme, having as many different plants as possible. 

Today’s office buildings and homes offer increasing opportunities for 
growing plants indoors. Greater use of large windows permitting good light, 
radiant heat, air conditioning and humidity controls all aid the indoor 
gardener. But perhaps the greatest impetus to growing plants indoors has 
came in recent years from the ever-widening selection of plants offered for 
sale. Tropical foliage plants lead the list of new introductions and their 
numbers are legion. Their wide adaptability to low light and high tempera- 
tures makes them good choices to live with people under a roof. But one 
need not be limited to foliage plants because there is a burgeoning and en- 
ticing assortment of flowering plants that adapt willingly to indoor culture. 
Here it should be remembered that a geranium is not just a geranium but 
a whole world of varied plants—varied in leaf shape and color, flower form 
and color, and aroma too. The same can be said for other groups—African- 
violets and their relatives, begonias, orchids, cactus and amaryllis. 

So enter the wonderful world of the indoor garden. To inspire you, 
FLOWER GROWER presents this special section devoted to showing you how 
to display plants to best advantage as well as how to select and grow 
plants. Study the delightful indoor garden of Mrs. Hunter at left; turn 
the page for other pictures of her garden, together with her suggestions for 
designing indoor gardens for plants and people.

LANTS GROWN INDOORS have been enjoyed for 
P countless years and many special methods for 
accommodating the pots on window sills, on 
movable units and in metal boxes have been devised 
But it remained for contemporary architects to make 
indoor plantings a part of the original design and con- 
struction and to make gardening indoors possible for the 
average homeowner. The greatest demand for indoor 
plant space is, of course, in cold climates where garden- 
ing is restricted to a limited season, but even in warm 
climates the indoor garden is used to good effect as an 
aesthetic bridge between the indoors and the outdoors. 
The indoor garden is now a highly developed design 
element in a home. Its design depends on several fac- 
tors: a person’s desire for and ability with plant ma- 
terials, type of site, general house design and budget. 
It can be small enough to water by hand or large enough 
to make mandatory installation of a hose bib and out- 
of-sight storage for the hose. You should be able to 
enjoy the planting from a room or rooms used in every- 
day living. Therefore it must be arranged to enhance 
the design of the rooms, not interfere with the every-day 
use of the area. Plant space, wall and flooring materials 
must be carefully chosen to minimize upkeep and pro- 
mote success with the plant materials. 


A plant area may be located at an entrance (in cold 
climates protected from cold drafts by the door). This 
could be either at floor level or higher but must be 
where it is out of the way of circulation through the 
entrance hall, never located so that people will step into 
or bump into the plants. An indoor garden may be 


used as a room divider, usually between dining room 
and living room. In this location it is best to use a raisec 
box instead of floor level construction because it occur: 
in the middle of a large area and might be trod upor 
accidentally in passing from one room to the other. The 
area along the length of a hall, if one side can be o 
glass, is most desirable for indoor planting, particularh 
if it can be seen from one part of the living room as wel 
as in passing up and down the hall. In this location the 
garden may be at floor level since travel is parallel to it 
at all times. Other successful locations are as an exten- 
sion of the depth of the fireplace in a well-lighted room, 
along the wall of a room either at floor level or raised, 
and in the corner of the angle provided by wings of the 
house. In choosing a place for an indoor garden in a 
new home or one to be remodeled, it is desirable to have 
one wall to which the many attractive climbers can be 
fastened. 

Artificial lighting for night time enjoyment of the 
area should highlight the plants from the top, or dram- 
atically pierce them from below. Any lighting used, 
however, should contribute to the proper lighting of 
the room—not create glare in a living room or give too

little light in a hall. Recessed ceiling fixtures for hall 
use, supplemented by focal lights, will work out to 
best advantage. Focal lights and low feature lights 
give good light in a living room plant space. 

The preparation for planting in an earth-filled area 
should include 6 inches of drainage material such as 
broken pots, pieces of brick, or medium-sized stones. 
The area should then be filled with good garden soil 
mixed with dried manure and bone meal. This mixture 
will take care of plants for five years with the occa- 
sional addition of liquid fertilizers. The soil should be 
loosened up about once a year. Acid lovers should be 
kept in pots and fed yearly with an acid food. Do not 
overfeed or overwater plants in an indoor garden. To 
prepare a pan or box planter use a 2-inch layer of pea 
gravel and the same soil mixture given above. 


"There are several basic construction rules for ob- 
taining optimum results with indoor gardening. The 
glass providing natural light for the area should start 
no more than 8 inches above the top of the soil. This 
is to avoid leggy growth and make it possible to start 
small plants in the area. It is desirable to have the 
glass go to the ceiling for as much “overhead” light 
as possible. 

The glass area for the plant space should face south- 
east, south, or possibly southwest—listed in the order 
of desirability. There are few problems connected with 
southeast- or south-facing windows when properly pro- 
tected from hot summer sun by an overhang, as they 
are in well-designed contemporary homes. As the sun 
moves to the southwest, it becomes more difficult to 
control and a west-facing window cannot be protected 
from too hot summer sun except by adjustable vertical 
blinds. This is rather a nuisance under normal cir- 
cumstances and an impossibility when you consider 
getting the blind down without breaking the plants. 
If expense were not important, it would be possible to 
use motor-controlled exterior blinds. 

If access to the area is from one side only, the ideal 
width front to back of the area is 2 feet, but 1% feet 
will do. An area wider than 2 feet is difficult to plant 
and care for; narrower than 1% feet affords less op- 
portunity for graceful arrangement of plants and is 
apt to impart a “marching” look to the planting. If 
access is from two or three sides, these dimensions may 
be doubled. It should never be necessary to crawl into 
an indoor plant area in order to work in it.

A raised planter, if “on grade” as in slab construc- 
tion, can be made of any masonry material—brick. 
concrete block (not cinder block), stone or tile on 
brick backers. The soil in it should go down to meet 
original grade. In other words a masonry well would 
be built right down to the ground. This should be 
treated inside with an approved mastic or membrane 
waterproofing. A floor-level plant space with slab con- 
struction is built with the partial foundation wall or 
footing all around it. This is usually of concrete and 
in northern New England goes to about 4% feet be- 
low natural grade level. If a raised planter is built on 
wood floor construction, a wood frame may be built 
and lined with a metal pan 10 to 12 inches deep made 
to fit. The exterior should be faced with waterproof 
plywood, or some other material which can withstand 
spillage during watering. In this type it is mandatory to 
install a drain and a method of shutting it since, un- 
like the “on grade” installations, there is no natural 
drainage for these plants. The drain should be closable 


for times when the homeowner may be away for a few 
days. 


Both the raised masonry box or the floor level “on 
grade” plant space have a decided advantage over the 
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indoor garden built on top of a floor and enclosed by 
a metal pan because there is natural storage and drain- 
age of water at all times, as there is out of doors. Areas 
such as these can be left untended for ten days to two 
weeks if deeply watered before leaving—even longer if 
heat is turned down and area gets little sun. 


S ince the development of the indoor garden there 
has been considerable argument pro and con about 
growing plants directly in the soil or in pots set into 
the soil. A combination of the two methods often 
works out best. There are many house plants which 
benefit from a summer out of doors to gain strength 
and many plants develop their blooming: potential for 
the winter during the summer outdoors. There are 
other plants which either do not like or do not need 
to be put out for the summer (the philodendrons are 
in this group). If those plants that gain from a sum- 
mer vacation are kept in pots, the plant and pot can 
be sunk in soil in a suitable spot outdoors. And if 
plants that prefer to remain indoors all year are planted 
permanently, there will always be some plants in the 
area and various indoor summer bloomers may be 
used to fill the gaps left by those on vacation. A word 
should also be said for the use of gravel-in-a-metal-pan

type of planter. It is clean—a feature many like—and 
pots can easily be moved about for different plant ar- 
rangements. It is true, however, that plants do not 
flourish in gravel as they do in soil, for even though 
potted they seem to feed on the nutrients in the soil 
surrounding the pot. The evenness of moisture as it 
is distributed in the surrounding soil is also a factor 


I he plant inhabitants for a built-in space should in- 
clude several bold tropicals for permanent effect. Use 
any of the many varieties of philodendron from the 
tiny heart-shaped Philodendron cordatum to the 24- 
inch leaf of Monstera deliciosa, whose fruits are de- 
licious and fiower distinctive. For bright color there 
is abutilon, a happy indoor occupant, blooming with 
scarlet, pink or yellow blossoms almost all year round 
The epiphyllums and zygocactus make for foliage va- 
riety and a spectacular show once a year when they 
bloom. The sturdy begonias—especially the fibrous 
rooted Begonia Thurstoni—will give leaf color and 
blossoms for picking almost all year. B. Thurstoni is a 
thrifty grower with metallic red-veined leaves and pink 
flowers. Radiant floor heat makes it possible to grow 
some of the orchids successfully since it does not dry 
the air unduly. For a soil-filled area the cymbidium 
orchids with their sprays of fifteen or more blossoms 
are very successful. However, these must spend the 
summer outdoors in order to form buds for winter 
blooming indoors. 


One or two flourishing, and not bloomed-out, an- 
nuals such as calendula or nicotiana, or a summer 
climber may be brought indoors in the fall (having 
been thoroughly sprayed for insects beforehand). In 
early April they will burst again into full bloom. 

The most successful indoor plantings take into ac- 
count that not all plants bloom all or most of the time 
so the ones used must also contribute attractive and 
varied foliage while not blooming. A few suggestions 
to add extra spice to planting: a dwarf MeYER lemon, 
in bloom or fruit most of the time, from which you 
can pick luscious lemons for pies: the vanilla orchid, 
which will set fruit if hand pollinated; or miniature 
salad tomatoes ‘or herbs for fresh winter pfoduction. 

An indoor garden is less care than a collection of 
plants; it adds to the beauty of a home and provides 
relief for the Northern gardener in winter when spring 
seems to recede rather than come nearer each day.®

The Home Greenhouse also needs... 


A pre-winter check up 


by F. F. ROCKWELL and ESTHER C. GRAYSON 


HE FIRST JOB during late Oc- 
[tober and early November, if 

not already attended to, is to 
check the “plant’—the greenhouse 
itself, that is. See that everything is 
in perfect order. Dingy roof glass, 
for instance—due to incomplete re- 
moval of whitewash shading or de- 
bris that collects under cloth or slat 
shading—may decidedly cut down 
the amount of sunshine getting 
through to flowering plants. For the 
next five or six months your plants 
will benefit from every bit of sun 
they can absorb. Get the glass clean, 
even if it means using a scrubbing 
brush and detergent. We have found 
the rotating, long-handled car-wash- 
ing brush that attaches to the hose, 
combined with a good car cleaner, 
does a good job. When hosed off, 
the glass dries clear without hand 
drying. 

Check for leaks. Now is a 
time to make sure that no air leaks 
have developed since the heating 
system was shut down last spring. A 
simple way to check this is to make 
a smudge fire (damp newspaper will 
serve ); close everything up tight and 
then watch to see if smoke escapes 
anywhere. Leaks not only lower the 
inside temperature but add consid- 
erably to the expense of heating. 

Timesavers. We have found one 
of the most convenient and time- 
saving adjuncts to our greenhouse is 

built-in soil bin near each door. 
These are filled with screened and 
fertilized compost. Soil inside them 
Stays moist, but never gets soaking 
wet, and can be conveniently re- 
moved as needed through the small 
door in the bottom. The soil is 
banked against the greenhouse wall 
so it does not readily freeze. With 
temperatures down to 8° above zero 
last winter, we needed no extra pro- 
tection to keep out frost; in colder 
climates a few burlap bags or a tar- 
paulin may be needed. 

Another great convenience is an 
extra spigot in the greenhouse. Two 


good 


hoses, one with a regular spray and 
the other with a mist nozzle, can be 
left permanently attached. A mist 
nozzle, incidentally, should be a part 
of the regular equipment of any 
greenhouse or conservatory. 

Under-bench space. While dis- 
cussing equipment, a word about 
utilizing under-bench space may be 
in order. We are often surprised that 
so few home greenhouse owners 
realize the room _ under raised 
benches may be put to good use. 

If your greenhouse dirt 
floor, you can install ground beds 
with suitable edges of 
boards, asbestos or metal strips to 
hold the soil in place. Adequate 
drainage must be assured, of course. 
On cement floors, galvanized iron 
trays 2 or 3 inches deep and of suit- 
able size may be placed under the 
benches for sub-irrigating pots or 
flats 

Under-bench space may also be 
utilized for starting many tender 
bulbous plants such as amaryllis— 
which should be planted this month 
or early in December—and for dry- 
ing off others after flowering. An 
example of this is the Amazon-lily 
(Eucharis grandiflora), which begins 
its rest period in early winter. 

Bulbs such as tulips, daffodils and 
crocus brought in from the frame or 
outdoor trench may be kept under 
a bench until top growth has taken 
on normal color and has developed 
well. Newly sown seeds, too, may be 
placed there until they begin to ger- 
minate—but not a day longer! 

Mrs. Rockwell speaks. “It would 
seem to me that rather than recom- 
mending more of under-bench 
space, restraint should be advised. 
Greenhouse owners. like my good 
husband find this area convenient 
for the storage of many strange ob- 
jects better consigned to the trash 
heap. Empty cartons, boxes filled 
with packing material that ‘may 
come in handy someday,’ empty flats 
and dried up specimens representing

unsuccessful experiments are among 
the items | often find under our 
benches.” 

Note on clay pots. With the ad- 
vent of plastic flower pots—which 
have several obvious advantages 
over clay pots in that they are 
lighter, nonbreakable, more easily 
stored, etc.—the idea seems to have 
developed that plants grow better in 
them. We confess to being among 
the old-timers who prefer clay pots 
for some purposes—forcing bulbs 
for winter bloom is one. 

Fragrance. Each fall when we 
bring in the scented geraniuims, rose- 
mary and tender salvias for their 
winter sojourn under glass, we are 
impressed by the charm of a fragrant 
house. No sooner is the door opened 
than the moist, caressing air inside 
wafts to our nostrils the scents of 
these cold weather visitors together 
with that of the sweet-olive (Osman- 
thus fragrans), and the blossoms of 
orange, lemon, gardenia, jasmine 
and lemon-verbena. Clerodendrum 
fragans, Tabernaemontana coronaria 
(described last month) and Daphne 
odora are three new plants for us 
that will also contribute to the fra- 
grance in our greenhouse. 

Two salvias that must spend the 
winter indoors are S. dorisianus, 
with large, heart-shaped leaves deli- 
ciously reminiscent in scent of clary 
sage, and another with long tassel- 
like sprays of gray-blue flowers,

Adventures in SEEING: 


Make portraits of your 
favorite house plants 


by JOHN J. 


I" YOU STOP TAKING PICTURES of 
your flowers when frost takes over 
you will miss half of the year’s: fun 
of photography. House plants can 
result in excellent portrait studies if 
the photographer will get out of the 
accustomed rut 

There are many fall and winter 
days when the sun shining through 
the window is adequate for good pic- 
tures and all the photographer has 
to do is to move the plant to the 
right place and snap the shutter. 

Sometimes with indoor pictures of 
this sort there may be bright areas 
that are very brilliantly lighted while 
the shadow areas may be excessively 
dark. The solution to the problem 
is to have an assistant hold a re- 
flector made of white cardboard or 
aluminum foil in such a way as to 
direct sunlight into the dark places. 

Sunlight lacks the reliability of 
artificial light, which can be used 
at the photographer’s convenience. 
There are two choices—flash or 
flood lights. Fiash bulbs are used in 
the normal way in photographing 
house plants, with the exposure de- 
termined by the guide number 
shown on the instruction sheet 
packed with the film or on the bulb 
packing sleeve. If your picture is an 
extreme close-up, light from a flash 
bulb may be too intense if it is only 

few inches from the flower. For 
pictures of this kind, the amount of 
light can be cut in half by placing 
one thickness of a handkerchief over 
the flash reflector, or cut to one- 
fourth by two thicknesses. 

When photographing house plants 
I prefer flood lights because I can 
adjust them to various positions and 
get exactly the effect"I want. I use 
two #2 photoflood lights in 12-inch 
reflectors mounted on tripod stands, 
which are adjustable to various 
heights. The lights are placed at 
about 45° angles to the right and 
left of the camera, which is on a

tripod. These lights produce a lot 
of heat so keep them at least 3 feet 
from the plants and leave them on 
only as long as is necessary. 

If one light is a foot or more 
farther away from the plant than the 
other, you will get a three-dimen- 
sional effect. Sometimes I use a 
light in back of the plant in addition

Direct the floodlights at a 45° angle, 
at each side and a little above camera. 


to the two in front; this makes the 
edges of the leaves and petals quite 
brilliant and gives a halo effect. The 
back light should be placed some- 
what closer to the plant than the two 
front lights. 

With both flash and flood it is 
necessary to use the “F” type of 
color film. With flood lights an 82A 
filter should be placed over the lens. 

To avoid a cluttered look in your 
photograph, use a background of 
blue or gray cloth or cardboard. 

When you use a single flash bulb 
adjacent to the camera the plant 
will cast heavy black shadows, If 
possible, detach the flash gun and 
hold it a foot or so above the cam- 
era—or use a black background 
Place flood lights higher than the 
camera so that shadows fall down- 
ward. With two flood lights shadows 
are largely eliminated.®
